Power Sources: The actual electricity you use will be indistin-
guishable fromthe electricity used by your friends and
neighbors. This is unavoi dabl e because everyone is served
through the same transnission and distribution system. The
power sources | abel cannot tell you about the electricity
that you use in your hone; instead, it tells you that your
dollars are going to pay for particul ar power plants. Since
it is impossible to track the flow of electricity on the grid,
however, there is no way to identify the actual power plant
that produced the electricity you consune in your hone. But
it is possible to track the dollars you pay for electricity.
Your electricity dollars will support electricity generation
from various energy resources in the proportions listed on
the power content | abel.
